RAILROADS CHARGED W ITH FRAUD. 
Seusatlm al Speech of tlie President of tlie 
Chicago, Kansas City & St. Paul.

Chicago, Dec. 21.—President A. B. Stick- 
ney, of the Chicago, Kansas City & St. Paul 
Railroad, created u sensation by a speech he 
made at the meeting of the Western Freight 
Association yesterday. The quesli-m came 
up of adopting a resolution to reaffirm the 
existing agreements and give additional 
power to the Chairman, enabling him to in­ 
vestigate charges of violation of rules 
and rates 
without waiting for for­ 
mal complaints.

Stickney took 
the ground that such action

in no way correct the abuses from which the 
roads were suffering, because the Chairman 
would not be able to secure the evidence to 
convict abroad. The present demoralized 
state of affairs was due to the dishonesty of 
railroad officials aud their willful violations 
of the Inter-State Commerce law. Not one 
road in the Association had complied with 
the law since its adoption. Instead of con­ 
spiring to evade the provisions of the law, 
they should band together and prosecute 
any 
road 
guilty 
of, violating 
its 
provisions. Tlie Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission was the proper authority to investi­ 
gate tlie charges. It could bring railway of­ 
ficials before it and compel them to testify 
under oath. The Commission would have 
no difficulty in finding out that secret re­ 
bates, drawbacks or other inducements were 
given favored shippers; that tickets were 
placed iu 
the 
bauds 
of 
scalpers,

indulged in by all the roads. If the railroads 
failed to take concerted action, to enforce a 
strict compliance with the law, lie, for one, 
proposed to take individual action before the 
Commission against the parties lie found vio­ 
lating it.

Quite a number of newspapers are working 
themselves into an unnecessary fury ovct 
that part of the law for the execution of m ur­ 
derers by electricity which forbids the publi­ 
cation of the details of the performance. 
Some of the» are going to publish anyway, 
defy the law, and make their own prosecu­ 
tion the opportunity for testing its constitu­ 
tionality. 
The law was passed nearly a year 
ago, and these newspapers have waited a 
good while to show their anger, which should 
have cooled off long l>efore this. 
Perhaps 
they hope to influence the Legislature to re­ 
peal or amend the offensive section. 
Would 
it be wise to do this without a fair trial ? The 
best way to get rid of an obnoxious law, ac­ 
cording to Gen. G rant, is to enforce it. 
If 
the people want the details and are denied 
them, they will possibly elect Senators and 
Assemblymen next fall who will repeal the 


law. 
But there is this to Ik? said in defense of 
the section—it recognizes a hanging as a 
moral nuisance. 
T his principle is also recog 
nized in that part of the statute which pro­ 
vides for the removal of the culprit to one of 
the state prisons and his slaughter there, as is 
now done in New Hampshire, Vermont, and 
a-few other stales. 
W hile the papers are 
protesting, why do they not demand that 
each murderer shall 
Ik1 killed at his own 
order that the event may be 
local llavor ? 
And 
if 
to Ik- conducted for the lieneflt 
of newspapers, why not insist upon a return 
to the ancient method of transacting them in 
an open field, surrounded on as many sides as 
possible by hills, in order that everybody 
who wishes may see the instructive exhibi­ 
tion? Certainly every one who attended 
would want a copy of the newspaper con­ 
taining the full account. 
The tendency of the law is beutficiul, first, 
because it is calculated to restrain murder, 
and second, because it is a step towards the 
abolition of capital punishment. 
If we have 
advanced so far as to pronounce by statute 
the execution of capital punishment a nuis- 
aucc, in a little while longer we will conclude 
toaband on it entirely, uot from a feeling of 
mercy to the guilty, but to the innocent. 
If 
killing by electritity is as painless as the hu 
mauitariaus who have devised it insist, then 
it is very inadequate punishm ent for a m ur­ 
der of such cruel and atrocious quality as 
that which Carolin, just convicted in New 
York, perpetrated upon bis wife. 
A lm n' 
dred forms of punishm ent can be devised 
which would l>e dreaded infinitely more by 
the brutal and callous m urderer than a pain­ 
less electric stroke. 
Solitary confinement for 
life is immeasurably more horrible, aud sc 
too is hard labor, with ball and chain aceoin 
paniment. 
Let us have the law for a year just as it is 
and let the newspapers respect it. 
It is ap­ 
parently' so excellent a law that it deserves a 
fair trial. 
Not m any executions are likely to 
take place next year, as all persons whose 
crime is committed before the fir<t o f Janu 
ary are to 1k‘ hanged, and it generally takes 
more than a year to bring a murderer to 
punishment. 
We think the law, if properly 
enforced, will make the people much more 
tired of the death penalty than they are, 
while persons of a m urderous spirit will re­ 
strain their propensities out of dread of the 
new appliance at least until it has had a suf 
ticient numlter of tests to show them “ how 
it works.” 
There will not be the average 
number of m urders in 18S9.

A NEEDLESS POTHER. 


Quite a number of newspa]iers are working 
themselves into an unnecessary fury ovci 
that part of the law for the execution of mur­ 
derers by electricity which forbids the publi­ 
cation of the details of the performance. 
Some of the* are going to publish anyway, 
defy the law, and make their own prosecu­ 
tion the opportunity for testing its constitu­ 
tionality. The law was passed nearly a year 
ago, and these newspapers have waited a 
good while to show their anger, which should 
have cooled off long before this. 
Perhaps 
they hope to influence the Legislature to re 
peal or amend the offensive section. 
Would 
it be wise to do this without a fair trial ? The 
best way to get rid of an obnoxious law, ac­ 
cording to Gen. Grant, is to enforce it. 
If 
the people want the details and are denied 
them, they will possibly elect Senators and 
Assemblymen next fall who will repeal the 
law. 
But there is this to l>e said in defense of 
the section—it reeognir.es a hanging as a 
moral nuisance. This principle is also recog 
nized iu that part of the statute which pro 
vides for the removal of the culprit to one of 
the state prisons and his slaughter there, as is 
now done in New Hampshire, "Vermont, and 
a few other states. 
While the papers are 
protesting, why do they not demand that 
each murderer shall Ik* killed at his own 
county seat, in order that the event may be 
given the proper local flavor ? 
And 
executions are to be conducted for the benefit 
of newspapers, why not insist upon a return 
to the ancient method of transacting them 
an open field, surrounded on as many sides as 
possible by hills, in order that everybody 
who wishes may see the instructive exhibi 
tion? Certainly every one who attend 
would want a copy of the newspaper con 
taining the full account. 
The tendency of the law is beneficial, first 
because it is calculated to restrain murder 
and second, because it is a step towards the 
abolition of capital punishment. 
If we have 
advanced so far as to pronounce by statute 
the execution of capital punishment a nuis­ 
ance, in a little while longer we will conclude 
toabund ou it entirely, not from a feeling of 
mercy to the guilty, but to the innocent. 
If 
killing by electricity is as painless as the hu 
manitarians who have devised it insist, then 
it is very inadequate punishment for a mur­ 
der of such cruel ami atrocious quality as 
that which t'arolin, just convicted in New 
York, perpetrated upon his wife. 
A bun* 
dred forms of punishment can be devised 
which would lie dreaded infinitely more by 
the brutal and callous murderer than a pain­ 
less electric stroke. 
Solitary confinement for 
life is immeasurably more horrible, and so 
too is hard labor, with ball and chain accom­ 
paniment. 
Let us have the law for a vcar just as it is, 
and let the newspapers respect it. 
It is ap­ 
parently so excellent a law that it deserves a 
fair trial. 
Not many executions are likely to 
take place next year, as all persons whose 
crime is committed before the first of Janu­ 
ary are to be hanged, and it generally lakes 
more than a year to bring a murderer to 
punishment. 
We think the law, if properly 
ecforced, will make the people much more 
tired of the death penalty than they are, 
while persons of a murderous spirit will re­ 
strain their propensities out of dread of the 
new appliance at least until it has had a suf 
ficient numlier of tests to show them “ how 
it works.”

The official returns from "Minnesota make 
Harrison’s vote 142,492; Cleveland's 104,385; 
Fisk’s 15,311; Streeter’s 1.097. 
Total 263, 
283. Harrison’s plurality 38,107. 
Tl.e total 
vote iu 1884 was 220,531, and Blaine’s plur­ 
ality 41,620. 
In 1886 the Republican plur 
ality for Governor fell to 2,000. and three of 
the live Congressmen elected were Democrats. 
Now all tl.e Congressmen are Republicans, 
and the aggregate plurality on Cougress is 
31.496. 
The most remarkable revolution is 
in the fourth district, where Rice, Democrat, 
received a plurality of 5,125 in 1886. This 
district now elects Snyder, Republican, over 
Rice, by a plurality of 10,006, a reversal of 
over 15,000 votes in a total of 82,480. Tbe 
increase of the vote in this district in two* 
years was 17,547, or more than the average 
total vole of all parlies cast for Congress in 
the districts of the Gulf States. This district 
includes St. Paul aud Minneapolis.

scopist, has been studying the tissues of the 
liver and kidney from patients who died with 
yellcw fever, at Decatur, Ala., and lias dis- 
overed a micro-organ ism that closely re­ 
sembles a specific germ. 
Dr. Reeves lias spnt 
mountings of these tissues to various Bacteri­ 
ologists in this country and has had his dis­ 
coveries photographed by Professor Del mero, 
of the üiiio Stute University. 
The micro­ 
organism 
is 
a 
bacillus, 
and 
nothing 
like it has ever been found by Dr. Reeves in 
bis long experience with bacteria. 
The Doc­ 
tor hopes his discovery will prove successful 
iu determining the specific germ of yellow 
fever and that proper culture will be found 
for it before next summer.

RECALLING OLD TIMES ¡N KINGSTON. 
More of the Personal Recollections of M ari­ 
us Sclioonmaker—A t Church, Lie.

A N EW IN-DOOR R IFLE RANGE HERE- 


A R e ta ile d D escrip tion of th e B u tt a n d A r ­ 
ra n g em en t* for F iring, Kte. 
The members of the Fourteenth Separate 
Company, on the strength of the $100 ap­ 
propriation made Lv the Ulster County 
Board of Supervisors, to which will be added 
some of the Company funds, w ill soou con 
struct a rifle range at their Armory in this 
City. 
Captain John G. VanEtten has re- 
ceived plans for such range from General 
Robbins, State Inspector of Rifle practice. 
According to these plans the butt w ill be 
constructed of 108 blocks of wood, each 
block 12 by 12 inches, the whole 19 inches 
thick, fastened together by two scantlings 
which are bound with iron rods. 
This butt 
will 
be

size. 
Above 
the 
butt,

feet 
from 
the 
floor, and attached to the roof beams of the 
building, will lx > the scorer’s box . 
Its size 
will be ti feet wide by 74 high. 
It will l>e 
covered by two thicknesses of one-inch plank 
with boiler steel plate on the danger side, 
one fourth of an inch in thickness, with the 
space of 4 inches between it and the planks 
tilled with sawdust. 
The scorer will mount 
to his box .by aid of a ladder, or stairs, which 
will then be removed. 
He will run no risk 
cf being hit by bullets. The targets, 4 in 
number, will work on pulleys. 
When two 
are raised to the scorer’s box , the other two 
will be in position for the marksmen, so no 
time will be lost. 
These targets w ill be 12 by 
18 inches ¡in size, bulls-cye 24 inches in 
diameter.

They say that the receut heavy rain storm 
filled small streams, which poured their mud­ 
dy contents into the Hudson, and while in 
this roily condition the cold wave came and 
ice formed before the water had a chance to 
settle and become clear. 
The icemen further

New York City.

The ice embargo on the Hudson River ap­ 
parently has come to stay for some time, and 
odd as it may seem, icemen are unhappy.

The whistle of the steamer “ City of Kings 
ton” was blown at the mouth of the Rondout 
Creek last uight at 9:45 o’clock.

heavy freight aud a large passenger list. The 
steamer encountered much “heavy ice, es­ 
pecially at Esopus Meadows, but it came 
through as though the mass had been a float­ 
ing field of egg-shells. 
The steamer left 
here this afternoon at 3:39 o’clock for New- 
York City for the last time this year. 
It will 
be put into winter quarters in the Metropolis. 
The ferry-boat Transport experienced diffi­ 
culty iu making its first trip across the Hud 
son from Rondout to Rhinecliif this morning. 
There was a solid mass of ice. 
A detour 
was made to the south to get around the 
worst portions of it. 
The propeller C. D. 
Mills made the second trip. 
The propeller J. C. llurtt reached Pough­ 
keepsie at an early hour this morning with a 
tow, consisting of three barges, four canal 
boats and a schooner, for this port. The bot­ 
toms ®f the boats were torn by the ice, and 
the Captain of the H artt telegraphed to the 
Superintendent of tlni Cornell Steamboat 
Company here, Isaac M. North, asking what 
he should do. 
Mr. North dispatched the 
steamboat Norwich to the relief of the H artt 
and its tow, after which the Norwich, actin 
as a leader to break a path for the propeller 
J. 
II. 
Cordts, 
which 
had 
in 
tow 
the ice lmrges Buffalo and John Clark and 
the brick barge J. S. Peck, departed from 
Rondout with the last tow of the season for 
New-York City. 
The Norwich parted com ­ 
pany with the tow at Poughkeepsie, where 
from that point south the Cordts had com­ 
paratively clear sailing. 
The steam passenger yacht C. A. Schultz 
had a hard struggle to make its initial trip 
from Eddyville here this morning. 
The 
Rondout Creek is full of thick ice. 
The ice 
lies in chunks, which are packed so closely 
together that it makes a most formidable ob­ 
struction to the largest propellers.

the people want the details and are denit ii 
them. they "'ill possibly elect Senator* and 
Assemblymen next fall who will repeal Un­ 
law. 
But there is this to la- said in defense of 
the section—It recognizes a hanging as a 
moral nuisance. 
This principle is also recog 
nixed in that jairt of the statute which pro­ 
vides for the removal of the culprit to one of 
the state prisons and his slaughter there, as is 
now done in New Hampshire, Nerinont, and 
a few oilier states. 
While the papers are 
protesting, wily do they not demand that 
each murderer shall Is- killed at his own 
county seat. in order that the event may lie 
given the proper local flavor ? 
And 
if 
executions are to Is conducted for the ls-netit 
of new spaper-, w hy not insist upon a return 
to the ancient method of transuding them in 
an open field, surrounded on ns many sides as 
possible by hills, in order that everybody 
who wishes may set- the instructive exhibi­ 
tion? Certainly every one who attended 
would want a copy of the newspaper con 
talcing the full in-et Hint. 
Tin- tendency of the law is lien* tidal, first, 
because it is calculated to restrain murder, 
and accord, because it is a step toward* the 
abolition of capital punishment, 
lf we have 
advanced so far as to pronounce by statute 
the execution of capital punishment a nuis- 
ance, in a little while longer we will conclude 
toahmid ou it entirely, uot from a feeling of 
nu rev to the guilty, lint to I be innocent, 
lf 
killing by t led rh ity is as painless as the bu 
rn-lunarians who haw devised it in*ist, then 
it is very inadequate punishment for a m ur­ 
der of such cruel anti atrocious quality a* 
that which Carolin, just convicted in New 
York. peqictruted upon ins wife. 
A hun 
Uretl ft-rms of punishment ran Ic devised 
which would lie dreaded infinitely more by 
the brutal ami callous m urderer than a pain­ 
less electric stroke. 
Solitary confinement for 
life is Immeasurably more horrible, and so 
too is hard labor, with ball and chain acct tm 
pauiment. 
Irt-t us have the law for a year just as it is, 
and let the newspapers respect it. 
It is ap 
parent Iv so cx< client a law that it deserves a 
fair trial. 
Not many executions are likely to 
take place next year, us ail persons whoa* 
crime is committed before the fir*t of Janu 
ary arc to is- hanged, and it generally lake* 
more than a year to tiring a m urderer ti 
punishment 
We think the law, if property 
e l forced, will make the people much more 
tired of the death penalty than they are, 
while persons of a m urderous spirit will n 
struin their propensities out of dread of the 
new appliance at least until it lias hail a suf­ 
ficient unrulier of tests to show them “ how 
it works."
